For 1,500,000 Rodents 

, Th* following item will doubtless 
he of lowest to your readers. 

Th* soolngy, department of the 
Kansas Slate Agricultural coMege 
has distributed rodent poison 
equivalent to about one and a half 
million baits during the yesr 1*15, 
according to tbe experiment station 
msmmnlogist. Dr. O. E. Johnson. 
This coosltstn of 11,879 quarts of 
poisoned grain, 1,959 ounces of 
strychnine turnlshed to county 
agents. 1.1 10 pounds of calcium 
cyanide, and 139 pounds of barium 
carbonate. 

The barium .carbonate i- use/l on 
rats and mice, but moat of the otber 
poison materials have been used on 
pocket gophers and prairie dogs. 

Orders for the grain are often ac- 
companied with expressions of satis- 
faction over results already obtained 
•by Its use.

It has been: decided by the Council 
6t Deans at the college not to have a 
freshman week, In the ordinary 
sense, at the opening of school in the 
fall of 1924. At a meeting held re- 
cently, the council considered in- 
formation which had been collected 
from the few Institutions that have 
tried Freshman week by a committee 
of which Dr. C. y. Williams is chair- 
man. Consideration also was given 
to statements sent to the president's 
office by ortlceTs and faculty mem- 
bers of three institutions where 
Freshman week has been tried. The 
action was taken because the Coun- 
cil is not convinced by the evidence 
■o far produced that a Freshman 
week of the ordinary kind results in 
enough benefits to offset Its disad- 
vantages. 

The disadvantages of the ordinary 
Freshman week includes Increased 
expense to freshmen students through 
the requirement 10 report at the col-

"Disadvantage* of Suck (» Plan 
Would Outweigh Advantages," Is ■ 
Opinion of Council of Deans 

It has been decided by the Council 
of Deans at the college not to have a 
freshman week, in the ordinary 
sense, at tbe opening of school In the 
fall of 1926. At a meeting hold re- 
cently, the council considered In- 
formation which had been collected 
from the few institutions that have 
tried Freshman week by a committee 
of which Dr. C. V. Williams Is chair- 
man. Consideration also was given 
to statements sent to tba president's 
office by officers and faculty mem- 
bers of three institutions where 
Fresh nian week has besu tried. The 
action was taken because the Coun- 
cil is not convinced by the evidence 
so Tar produced that a Freshman 
week of the ordinary kind results In 
enough benefits to oriset Its disad- 
vantages. 

Tbe disadvantage* of tbe ordinary 
week Includes Increased 
freshmen students through 
the requirement to report at the col- 
lege several days to one week In ad- 
vance of the opening of school : a 
sacrifice of the extensive and valu- 
able assistance ordinarily given to 
freshmen by upper classmen during 
the opening days of college: and the 
concentration of too large a number 
of freshman guidance activities Into 
a short period of- time. The Coun- 
cil of Deans felt that tbe results of 
the elaborate Freshman week pro- 
grams which have been tried at a 
few Institutions probably will be dis- 
appointing because It it not likely 
that a majority of freshmen can 
absorb In a Mingle week as much 
material as Die ordinary Freshman 
week program includes. 

The Council of Deans decided, 
however, to provide at periods yet to 
be decided upon, but toon after tbe 
opening of school next fall, a few of 
the most important activities com- 
monly included In Freshman weak 
programs. The council believes lhat 
this arrangement, when supple- 
mented by the regular weekly fresh- 
man seminars will give better re- 
sults than would be secured through 
the adoption of the conventional type 
of Freshman week

"Harvard has always ahuuned the 
i:hlldl!ke disciplinary, m*t hod of pre- 
scribing a fixed nuraher of unex- 
cueed absences wbicb a student may 
lake with Impunity, a course com- 
parable to tbe doling; out of a poison 
harmless to a certain point and tat- 
nl thereafter. 

"In colleges where this system Is 
followed, 'the records show the prev- 
ttlence of the very human tendency 
in lake the full number allowed. 

"Tbe Dean's office In the collage 
lias, however, avoided an arbitrary 
Htnndard and baa treated each case 
on Us individual merits, allowing 
greet discretion to undergraduates 
In good standing. Only In flagrant 
instances has disciplinary action 
l>een taken 

"The new rule for seniors la, 
therefore, not a radical Innovation, 
but only a slight extension of a pol- 
icy which Is already being practiced. 

"It is not loo much to hope that 
the operation of tbe new rule for 
seniors will be successful enough 
to warrant Its further extension to 
the Junior and sophomorn classes," 
the Crimson adds. 

"Its application to freshmen will 
probably never be either practicable 
or desirable, as II would add mate- 
rially to the daggers of the already 
critical period of transition be- 
tween secondary school and college. 

"The present change in Itself Is 
trivial, but It brings nearer ibe day 
when Harvard undergraduates will 
rightfully he regarded as conscien- 
tious students, interested In their 
own scholastic welfare and hence 
competent to regulate their own at- 
tendance at college classes."

More EmpluMilM on Trade Courses 

At the recommendation of the 
faculty of the engineering division It 
was also ruled that all short courses 
In the engineering division shall he 
discontinued after this year. The 
rule was made owing to the lack of 
Interest and the decreasing enrolment 
in the engineering short courses. 
The work can be more readily cared 
for In the trade courses, which will 
not be discontinued, it was said. 
More emphasis will herearter bo laid 
on the two-year trade courses. 

Twenty-eight are now enrolled In 
the seven eight weeks engineering 
short courses, wblch went in session 
following the Christmas holidays, as 
follows: auto repair, Uj auto opera- 
tion, 1 ; blacksmlthlng short course, 
ti carpentering. 8; electrical repair. 
6; machinist abort cou^e, 3; and 
tractor operation, 5. 

A new ruling made with reference 
to the point system Is to the effect 
that hereafter tbe graduate need 
have only as many points as he has 
credit hours for the four years. The 
sentence stricken from the college 
catalogue was: "Furthermore, tbe 
total number of points made in tbe 
fresh ma n and rnpjtomore years must 
be at least equal to the number of 
credit hours, and the lot si number Of 
points made In the junior and senior 
years must be not less than tbe num- 
ber ot credit hours." This means 
thai the point system will be 
operated upon a lour year basis in 
sieml of u i wo year basis as formerly.

Scabies, commonly called seven 
years Itch, is a common epidemic 
among students. It la caused by a 
parasite which burrows into the skin 
and lays ita eggs. This causes welts 
to form which are very irritant. The 
tease spreads -rapidly in the winter 
and while It is primarily a disease of 
filth, it may be contracted by any- 
one who comes In contact with an 
Infected person or some article an 
Infected person has used. It cab be 
cured by certain applications 

The state board of nealth has 
placed scabies on the list of diseases 
to be combat led by the exclusion of 
persons having the disease from 
school. Doctor Siever. however, 
tries to cure the patients without 
making them miss their classes. 

Every year Doctor Siever has sent 
out an appeal to the student body 
for cooperation In stamping out this 
disease. Every year It spreads 
alarmingly, causing the health de- 
partment much work. This disease 
often appears first between the fin- 
gers. It does not affw-t the face. 
Many students will try to hide their 
Infection until it becomes so painful 
that the* are alarmed By that time 
they probably have given It to every 
one associating with them.

He pointed out 
lie danger to a nation "which trains 
the Intellect, sharpens the wits, puta 
youth in possess jo ii of the poten- 
tialities or science and leaves the 
moral nature without adequate devel- 
opment." 

Dr. Belts censured certain methods 
employed In schools and universities 
which aeem to propagate dishonesty 



on the part of the student*. He spoke 
of "library notes revised from the 
notes Of a classmate. lecture notes 
written up from the note taking of 
another, recitations -bluffed, and such 
devices" which "are in many schools 
or classes the rule rather than the 



be said, works toward the actual de- 
generation of character of pupils. 

Is thla true? Do students habitu- 
ally assist each other In the prepara- 
tion of papers and notebooks, and Is 
this a harmful practice? It seema to 
us that it It truer Notebooks are pre- 
served and handed down from one 
class to another; either, to be copied 
verbatim or revised slightly and 
handed in as original work. Library 
references also are passed from one 
to another. It Is easy for the student 
to Justify these practices. Often It Is 
impossible to obtain the necessary 
books; profetwors often make un- 
reasonable demands; much of the 
work la purely mechanical gad It 
seems a waste of time ror each stu- 
dent to do It Individually, 

In this situation we are Inclined to 
agree with Dr. Belts thai any academ- 
ic advantages to be claimed for 
these methods fall to justify them. 
If such work is worth doing It is 
worth each student's doing for him- 
self. No matter what It may be 
worth academically it it not worth 
leading student* to adopt habits of 
evasion and subterfuge In their col- 
lege work.

Tigers and tbe Aggie* seems to bate

ule problem that faced theae two con- 
ference members 

Missouri and tbe Kanaaa Assies 
were scheduled to meet in a football 
game at Columbia in the fall of 1SSS. 
It was the wind-up of a I -year agree- 
ment. But Missouri disliked the 
Idea of making two trips into Kan- 
sas each year and also preferred to 
have one game with a Kansas oppon- 
ent In Colombia each season. Last 
year Missouri played at Iawnbc* 
and at Manhattan. 

Then, too, Mlaaouri fa building a 
new stadium and undoubtedly Inter* 
sectional games with a big guarantee 
are doubly attractive to the Mis- 
souri management. Ho it came 
about, according to an authoritative 
source of information, thai, wfhen 
Missouri was offered a game with 
Went Virginia, a fat guarantee in- 
cluded; Columbia authorities con- 
ferred wlili Aggie athletic depart- 
ment members or at least one mem- 
ber In regard to postponing the 1926 
Missouri- Aggie game a year. 

With the understanding that such 
an arrangement would be acceptable 
Missouri scheduled tbe West Virglnlu 
^siiHrf Recording to our nourcts of in 
formation. But It seems that Mike 
Ahearn, athletic director at K. 8. A, 
C, was not In attendance at tbe St. 

of Valley directors 
Mike was attending 
the big athletic sessions In New York, 
When be returned to Manhattan and 
learned of the abandonment of the 
contracted 1928 game with Missouri 
lie wan disappointed and when that 
disappointment waa expressed to the 
Missouri authorities n meeting be- 
tween Director Brewer of Missouri 
and Mr. Ahearn was arranged in 
Kanaaa City. 

Missouri then bad gone so far in 
tbe scheduling of the West Virginia 
game that there was no place for the 
Aggies on the Tiger schedule. As ft 
result of the unfortunate mliup Mis- 
souri and the Aggies algned a con- 
tract calling for four games, a radical 
departure In tbe making of Valley 
football contracts, as far as this 
writer haa been able to learn. 

Undoubtedly Missouri wished to 
make some atonement for its inabil- 
ity to carry out Its contracted game 
with the Agglea neat fall. The 4- 
year contract may be taken as proof 
of that. Also as proof of Missouri's 
contention that there in only the 
friendliest of feeling between Mis- 
souri and tbe K. 8. A. C, with never 
an untoward happening on the foot- 
ball fle-ld or in the financial dealings 
to mar the friendliness. 

"It was just an unfortunate ihlng," 
said Director Brewer, recently, "but 
after a taps* of a yesr we will play 
tbe Aggies each year, and thin new 
contract wilt bring about a switch 
that we have much desired, that Is, 
onlv one trip Into Kanaaa each year 
and one of the Kansas conference 
members at Missouri each fall. We 
want the Aggies on our schedule. It 
is one of our finest games." 

So this little ripple beneath the 
surface of Valley athletics has been 



out la a 



Colombia athletic Authorities did 
not ask a postponement of tbe Kan- 
sas State- Missouri game tor a year. 
Coach C. W. Bacbman went to the 
meeting of valley schedule- makers 
apparently unaware that the Aggies 
and Missouri had a contract for 1826. 
He asked for a game with Missouri, 
and was told that tbe matter would 
have to be decided by the Missouri 
athletic board. Bo sure was be that 
tbe game would be played that, the 
announcement was sent out from 
Manhattan that Missouri was In- 
cluded on the Aggie schedule. Short- 
ly thereafter word was received that 
Missouri would not play. 

It was not until Kansas State tele- 
graphed Missouri that the uthletlc 
office here was in possession or a 
signed contract that Missouri made 
any effort to straighten tbe matter 
out, other than to say that they were 
"sorry." Kansas State was willing 
to play the gume either at Missouri or 
ut Manhattan, and at the time of tbe 
valley schedule meeting could have 
given Missouri practically any date 
she wanted. 

The four year contract was virtual- 
ly a "sop." Missouri authorities 
would much rather have signed u two 
year contract, or none at all. Mis- 
souri holds the championship of the 
Missouri Valley, and championships 
can he won without playing more 
than two hard games If the schedule 
is properly arranged. 

it Is true that Kansas Stalo and 
Missouri have always been the friend- 
liest of rivals. The action taken by 
(he director of athletics at Missouri 
came ss a direct slap at that tradi- 
tion of friendship. 

"With the understanding that 
such an agreement would be accept - 
•able—," says the esteemed sports 
editor oT the esteemed Star. The 
arrangement was not acceptable 
here, and no one ever Intimated thst 
It was. The present arrangement is 
fairly desirable, but the^'whliewash"'

In connection with an article In a 
reeent htsne of Tbe Collegian concer- 
ing Missouri -Kansas State, football, a' 
recent discussion of Aggle-Tlger re- 
lations In the Columbia Evening Mis- 
sourlan Is worth reprinting. The 
sport columnist of The Mlssonrfan re- 
calls the battles of the past which 
have so firmly cemented the game in 
tbe traditions of the two schools. 
There has always been an unusual 
bond of friendship between Missouri 
students and Kansas State students, 
and the alumni or the two schocls, 
based perhaps more than anything 
else on mutual respect and admira- 
tion engendered In years of athletic 
competition. The following article 
expresses that spirit, as it exists be- 
tween the student bodies of the two 
schools: 

For the rirst time In long years 
of friendly rivalry, the Tigers will 
not meet the Kansas Aggies' football 
team In 1926. However, the fol- 
lowing year tbe Purple team win 
play here and for three seasons there- 
after the followers of the two schools 
ere assured of a continuation of the 
annual battles. There are several 
causes for the failure of tbe two 
schools to meet next fall, the prin- 
cipal one heing a eonfilct of sched- 
ules. 

In no way were the Aggies dropped 
from tbe Missouri schedule, but 
it is not possible to meet every team 
every year, while the fact that Mis- 
souri wanted one ot the games with 
the two Kansas schools at home each 
year probably was Important. In re- 
cent years the Tigers have been 
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traveling to

Now. after the lapse next season, 
the yearly meetings wilt start again 
Just where they left off last fall with 
Don Meek streaking down rain- 
soaked Abeam Field to what looked 
like the winning score until the 
Tiger backfleld forced him out of 
bounds ami ruined an Aggie place- 
kick Just as the game ended.

Natural materials Include such 
deposits of sand, stone, gravel, etc., 
aa may require such treatment as 
crushing, screening; or (washing aa 
well as materials that may be used 
in their natural condition. These 
materials will be discussed separ- 
ately as to their use. quality and dis- 
tribution over the. state. 

Stone of varying ■quality occurs 
reasonably well distributed over the 
State. Stone fs used very extensive- 
ly in highway construction as a sur- 
facing material for macadam; either 
bituminous or water-bound, and as 
aa aggregate for concrete pavement, 
for concrete base for other types of 
pavements, and in concrete struc- 
ture*. To a limited extent It is 
for the constructed of 
structures. 

Umestone Abundant In Kansas 

Most of the stone occurring la 
Kansas Is limestone occurring la 
relatively thin beds separated by 
layers of shaly material. The suc- 
cessive layers of atone vary widely 
tn quality and consequently. It a 
uniform product is desired, it is 
llcally necessary to use quarrying 
methods that will Insure the 
ate handling of successive layers. 
This makes the cost of production 
much higher. Borne of the 
stonei are unsound en< 
la necessary In opening up a 
and untried source of supply. 

There Is but little, If say, satisfac- 
tory stone- west ot Lincoln that can 
be produced on a commercial basis. 
There Is but little ktone in the 
state suitable for use In bituminous 
macadam, and stone satisfactory for 
concrete pavement Is, at this time, 
produced in but few quarries. From 
the view point of stone for highway

Besides these materials there are 
numerous beds of mortar bed, some- 
times called "gyp", occurring in the 
southwestern part of the state. This 
material makes a very satisfactory 
surface for. a secondary type ot road 
comparing favorably with a gravel 
surfacing. In the regions where 
the Benton and Niobrara outcrop 
are numerous gravel beds of a soft, 
calcareous nature which hare been 
used with some considerable suc- 
cess.

The benefits to the soil by under- 
drainage or tile drainage are parti- 
cularly narked. The water Is drawn 
downward, thus permitting the warm 
air to enter tbe soil, make it more 
friable and of better texture. It 
extends the depth iff which root 
growth may penetrate, A proper- 
ly drained soli is not liable to 
"heave" by alternate freeiing and" 
I hawing. The drained land Is ready 
for seeding earlier than tbe neigh- 
boring undralned soil*. It will with- 
stand drouths to better advantage 
and in addition to tbe benefits en- 
umerated above, fill of tbe surface 
may be cultivated when tile drained, 
as there are no unsightly ditches to 
he constructed and maintained. 

Hillside erosion may be greatly 
relieved and In many instances en- 
tirely stopped by the use of thl 
Man gum ter-ace.

Greater cooperatlcn and interac- 
tion among the universities, colleges, 
and high schools is the Important 
need of the present educational sys- 
tem according to Prof. Fred R. Bea- 
ms n. principal of the North Topaka 
High school, who spoke at student 
forum Wednesday noon at Thomp- 
son hall on "What's the Matter With 
Our Colleges?" 

"Our present educational system 
Is defective." stated Professor Sea- 
man, "chiefly because of the Isolation 
between* the different units of the 
system. There should be no points 
of Isolation from the kindergarten 
up through the grades, high school 
and college. Educationally, we have 
grown from the top down rather than 
from the bottom up. To perfect our 
educational system we must make It 
a complete whole, with each part 
In sympathy with the other parts." 

Too many students In our colleges 
seek training simply as a means to 
betterment financially. Mr. Seaman, 
said, with no regard to the kind of 
service they will be able to render 
mankind Personal gain should be 
In the student's mind be 
his service to hi* ftl 
lowmen should be his first considera- 
tion. The highest type of leadership 
comes from the student who realises 
the debt he owes his community and 
state. 

"There Is a great responsibility on 
our Institutional and faculty heads," 
the speaker continued, "because the 
equipment of the graduate comes 
from these aources. Since it is thin 
knowledge that enables him to be 
come a vital force in shaping the 
future of our nation, there Is a real 
menace In the college lnatructor who 
does not give the student the proper 
Ideals of conduct, government, and 
lire In general." 

Professor Seaman then gave his 



Ideas on some of the common criti- 
cisms made <f our modern colleges 
and enumerated the ones watch he 
thought were Justifiable. First, the 
graduate often does not make the 
proper contacts with life and falls 
to make adequate returns to the tax- 
payers of the state who made his 
education possible. Second . the ath- 
letics of moat of our large schools 
are not democratic because compara^ 
lively rew students actually take part 
In them. Third, there should be 
more constructive work done by the 
students. All effort at present is to- 
ward book and class room work. 
Mr. Sesman believes that there 
should be an industrial plant in con- 
nection with each school In which 
every student would be required to 
do a minimum of work. Fourth, re- 
ligion Is getting a poor chance in our 
colleges today and receives about one 
tenth the moral support that athletics 
do. 

"The standard of college entrance 
should be higher," concluded Pto 
essor Seaman. "All entrants should 
be given an entrance examination. 
Freshmen of low Intelligence should 
not be allowed to stay In our colleges

"The J 3 r, 0,000,900 worth o( farm 
improvements In Kansas are not, in 
general, as efficient, as durable, or as 
attractive as they might have been 
with more careful study and plan- 
ning." So aald W, G. Ward, exten- 
sion architect of the college, In a 
discussion of "A Building Plan tor 
the Farm," Thursday morning in tbe 
farm machinery hall. 

'The choosing ot a site for a farm- 
stead Is of great Importance," con- 
tinued Mr. Ward. "We must con- 
sider ^he g sound stope, the prevail- 
ing winds, roads, school and the town 
In which you wit] trade. The most 
preferable location Is the center of 
one side of the farm on a southeast 
slope—however, conditions often 
make other plans more feasible. 
Tbe building program depends large- 
ly upon the type ot farming you wish 
to follow. Your house should be at 
least 100 feet from the road, and 
arranged conveniently to the drive. 
The general purpose barn should be 
160 to 250 feet from the house, on 
the downhill Bide. Tbe other build- 
ings depend upon tbe type of farm- 
ing. However, a few general prin- 
ciples hold true tor all farms. Keep 
tbe buildings more or less related 
for efficiency's eake. Provide grain 
storing space in each stock building 
to take care of livestock sheltered 
by It during the feeding season, The 
principal thing is to group the build- 
ings around an open court In the 



most convenient arrangement, keep- 
tag In mind the tire ha sard. 

"Take a little more time planning 
before you build end spend less time 
in regrets afterwards. Even though 
you can build but one building a 
year — plan them all on paper be- 
forehand and then build to that plan 
even though it may take five, 10 or 
10 years. We are very glad to assist 
anyone in the planning of a tarnt-

Five Mages Are Simple Faith, 
Doubt, Antagonism and Intoler- 
ance,, Tolerance and Comfort" 



"Perhaps 1 should apologlie for 
-attempting to talk on religion, bat I 
will not for two reasons. First — be- 
cause I do not claim to be an auth- 
ority and secondly, I believe that 
anybody and everybody has a right 
to talk about religion. Some of my 
Ideas are perhaps very erode and 
superficial but the observant student 
knows that religion lmerests a good 
many and worries some," said Presi- 
dent F. D. Farrell. president of K. 
8. A. C, at chapel last week In ft 
talk on, "The Five Stages or Reli- 
gion." 

"Commonly the individual passes 
through at least five distinct stages, 
some experience more, others not so 
many,' 1 he continued. "The first 
stage is one of simple fslth. This 
stage is characteristic In children. 
They believe Implicitly all they hear 
of religion in the same manner that 
they believe in Santa Claus. They 
have the same warm delightful lalth 
In religious things as in fairy sto- 
ries. 

Fear CaufeM Cnhapplneas . 

"If children are taught a religion 
of faith, bope, Joy, and love, happy 
Is their belief. But If they are taught 
fear tbey are really very unhappy. 
Some never get beyond tbls first 



"The second is a stage of doubt. 
It Is first experienced in high school, 
sometimes not until college. This la 
a. painful stage. 'The youth learns 
that bis Implicit beliefs are not quite, 
what they seemed to be and this 
knowledge brings u a happiness. 

"This stage begins when youth Is 
learning another painful tact, that 
he must earn his own way, and then 
pain and unhapplness ensue. When 
youth enters the stage of doubt, 
speaking in terms of entomology, be 
leaves a nice soft cocoon and be- 
comes a laborious grub. It is really 
a stage of disillusionment of the in- 
fallibility of his elders, 



him human and most of them are 
decent and lovable. 

"The fifth stage is similar to stage 
one in that it Is one of simple lalth 
enriched by experience. It is a com- 
fortable one. We have not reached 
It because we are not old enough. 
For the old who reach it, stage five 
provides simplicity made great by 
experience. It contains tblerauce 
or Intolerance which is sweetened 
with humor. 

"In this stage man prepares to 
meet his Maker. He does not think 
of him as punishment or terror but 
as love. The old talk to children of 
things, which when they develop 
poser of analysis, cannot see. Chil- 
dren could see these things when 
small, but as they grow older tbey 
lose for a time, the ability to see 
things which they cannot measure., 
They begin to doubt and thusly en- 
ter into stage two, 

"One's religion is an intensely per- 
sons) thing. A man's personal creed 
in time adjusts Itself to circum- 
stances, develops Its own philos- 
ophy and each person develops re- 
ligious philosophy which satisfies 
himself. So from this. I have an 
Idea that each person's religion la 
an Intensely personal matter."

Johns Hopkins university an- 
nounces that It hi gxinK to return to 
Us first principles of graduate In- 
struction and research. This uni- 
versity. In its pant half century of 
development, Una followed the trend 
of many other educational Instltu- 
expandlng Into Melda not aa- 
wlth raw-arch hut more 
nearly resembling resular territory 
of collegiate Instruction. Johns Hop- 
kins now Is going to abolish the first 
two years of Its present curriculum, 
which I* purely undergraduate, and 
make the degrees much harder to 
he oblulnwl. 

From the record of this school in 
the past It la evident that the ( hang" 
will he u wise cue. Today tlrere arc 
too many universities and colleges 
trying to teach a little of everything 
and not ■peciajliing on anything. 
This result* in turning out a great 
number ot graduate* whn gel do- 
greet* hut lurk a great amount nf the 
essential training they should have 
As education is becoming mo** 
and more advanced the necessity of 
KOotl graduate schooln Is apparent 
The development or such Institutions 
cannot take place In a short time but 
must cover a period of several years, 
Johns Hopkins is to be commended 
for lis move In this direction aud it 
may be hoped that several more for- 
ward looking colleges will lake auch 
a step. 

In the pnst Tew years college de- 
have been fulrly easily ob- 
The reautt bos been that the 
undergraduate and" graduate achooli 
have been over crowded by students 
of whom are not capable of 
the work. By making en- 
trance Into graduate work more dif- 
ficult, a large amount of tbli "dead 
weight" will be removed. More In- 
tensive training will mean that a 
graduate student obtaining a degree 
from aucb a place as Johns Hopkins, 
will Indeed have a symbol ot a gri st 
deal of effort 



"Precedent In Architect are," was 
the subject of an address delivered 
by Prof. Paul Welgel before the sci- 
ence club Wednesday nlgbt. 

"To architecture precedent la vital. 
It takes In long periods ot time, and 
drawa much from the past," be said, 
"Among primitive peoples, the spirit 
or the trend of the work depends 
much on the geological position of 
the country. The three type* of ex- 
pression were wood, stone and clay 
according to the material available. 
Religion always had much influence 
on the trend ot architecture. For ex- 
ample, the Egyptian belief In the im- 
mortal ft y of the human body led to 
the making of mummies and 
pyramids." 

Professor 
Welgel traced the development of 
the arch and the column through the 
periods of history and Into modern 
buildings.

Aggie Grad Discovers 
New Drug to Use in 
Fight on Malaria 

Ernest Hart man, '22, M. 8„ '24, 
who la now a special research worker 
for the International health board Of 
the Rockefeller foundation at Johns 
Hopkins, and others working with 
him have discovered a synthetic drug 
which, it is believed, will be more 
than a substitute for quinine In tbe 
treatment of malaria and similar 
diseases, according to the New York 
Times of February 11. 

The "Times" quotes Hartman in 
the following atatement/'BIrds suffer 
from malaria much the same as man. 
Although we would prefer to work 
with pigeons, they are practically Im- 
mune to the disease, so we have to 
use, canary birds, as they will live 
in captivity and are subject to 
malaria. We have about 80 In our 
laboratories, but It must not be 
thought that tbe birds suffer In pro- 
portion to mankind afflicted with 
the disease. The symptoms are the 
same although relatively lighter. 

"Quinine, although the best pal- 
liative for talaris that we know, 
does not cure. It relieves the attack 
but will not clear the malaria para- 
sites from tbe body. They lie dor- 
mant between relapses. To find a 
drug, then, that will completely purge 
the body of these germs Is 
pose of our research." 

The announcement of the discovery 
was made by Dr. R. W, Hegner, Pro- 
fessor of Protozoology and Medical 
Zoology in the Johns Hopktna School 
or Hygiene and Public Heal iff. Pro- 
ressor Hegner, Dr. Edwin H. Shaw

Father Luckey 
explained, In historical times when 
some scientific venture was ad- 
vanced theology was often used as 
the most convenient weapon of at- 
tack although there was no basis of 
difference. 

History of the past has been In- 
adequate because the writer has 
written for the purpose of uphold- 
ing a previously conceived personal 
idea. Truth was sacrificed for pop- 
ularity. The present ^tendency among 
historians Is to get away from the 
f I elfl a or controversy and personal 
prejudice In an endeavor to publish 
only the real racts, he said.

A d«w major tn Journalism in the 
agricultural curriculum will appear 
In next year's college catalog, an- 
nounces Prof. C. E. Rogers, -acting 
head of tbe department of industrial 
Journalism. Junior and senior stu- 
dents In the division of agriculture 
uay enrol next fall in Journalism 
courses Included in the major. A 
total of 22 credit hours in journal- 
ism In addition to four credit hours 
In agricultural Journalism hence- 
forth to be required of all agricul- 
tural students in place of tbe pre- 
sent one-hour course, will be neces- 
sary for a degree with the new 
major. 

Journalism courses required un- 
der tbe new major include: Junior 
year, first semester — Elementary 
Journalism and Practice 1, four 
hours; Principles of Advertising, 
three hours; second semester — 
Rural Press, three hours; Industrial 
Writing and Journalism Practice 11, 
four hours; senior year, first se- 
mester — Industrial Feature Writing 
and Practice II, four hours; Copy 
Reading, two hours; second semester 
— Ethics of Journalism, two hours; 
Editorial Practice, two hours; Jour- 
nalism Surveys, two hours. 



The four-hour course In agricul- 
tural journalism whleli will replace 
the present one-hour requirement 
will be provided for In a special 
section of Elementary Journalism 
and Journalism Practice I, and will 
be offered during both semesters of 
the- Junior year. The work done In 
this special section will differ from 
that required of regular journalism 
students. 

Agricultural students who enrol in 
the> four-hour course will use for 
their textbook "Agricultural Jour- 
nalism," written by Prof. Nelson 
Antrim Crawford and Prof. C. E. 
Rogers. The book is now In the, 
hands of the publisher, Alfred A. 
Knopf, Inc., of New York city, and 
Is to be off tbe press In May. 

The four-hour course required of 
all agricultural students will be 
taught by Professor Rogers ami Prof. 
H&ynard W. Brown. Special courses 
which fnay be organised later will be 
taught by Professor Brown, who la 
especially well equipped for such 
teaching, having a master's degree in 
agricultural Journalism from the 
University of Wisconsin. Professor 
Rogers haB been in charge of agricul- 
tural Journalism work here since 
1919. 

Ag-JoumalLUs Successful 
There has always been a number 
of regular students In Industrial jour- 
nalism who took more than tbe re- 
quired number of hours in agricul- 
tural options, according to Professor 
Rogers, and likewise a number of 
agricultural students have taken 
mora journalism than the require- 
ment. These "borderline" students 
will elect the agricultural journalism 
major. Professor Rogers believes. 
Increased enrolment in the Journal- 
ism curriculum will probably result, 
as well as a possible Increase in en- 
rolment In the division of agricul- 
ture. 

Students who have combined agri- 
cultural and journalistic training 
while in college have been unusually 
auocessrul bj their chosen work. 
Among them are: Floyd B. Nichols, 
managing editor of tbe Capper Farm 
Press, Topeka; F. E. Charles, pub- 
lisher of the Republic County Demo- 
crat, Belleville; Leo C. Moser, for a 
time director of information for tbe 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
a member of the staff of the Mere- 
dith agricultural publications, and 
agricultural editor of tbe University 
of Arkansas; Louie B. Chllders, agri- 
cultural editor, University of South 
Dakota, Brookings; Alan Daily, agri- 
cultural editor. University of Idaho, 
Moscow; Wellington T. Brink, as- 
sociate editor' of Farm and Ranch, 
Dallas, Tex.; Thomas A. Leadtey. 
managing editor of the Nebraskan 
Farm Press; Willard Welsh, agricul- 
tural editor.

by the Kansas courses of study. 
Frizes to Individuals sod schools will 
he awarded state winners. Scholar- 
ships at the college of 1100. $76, 
I BO, and three of |2G sre up for the 
first six places. They will go to 
contestants making the highest total 
points In any three of the following 
subjects: First-year English, second- 
year English, American history, 
civics, first-year algebra, plane ge- 
ometry, and physics. A gcrfd medal 
will be awarded each contestant 
miking the highest score In each of 
tbe 25 subjects.

"The basic philosophy ot censor- 
ship Is based on a deslie to do good 
to others," said Prof. II, W. Conover 
ot the English department In u talk 
at journalism lecture last week, "it 
Is to make people hear, see, and 
listen to what they should. The mo- 
live of the ceusors In removing pei- 
uIi'Iouh things is very often that of 
self satisfaction, and Ik done with a 
teellng ot martyrdom. 

"New ideas are often opposed and 
discoveries kept from us by tbe ad- 
verse opinions of the censors. Tbe 
ultimate good of works of literature 
h bou Id be the main Item featured In 
censorship. I believe there Is deliber- 
ate hypocrisy connected with It. In 
that the censors refuse to pass on 
books which have standing in tbe 
community. In same ruses these 
guardians of mom Illy will allow the 
sale ot books under vnrluus subter- 
fuges, namely, tfctf they may be sold 
if they are nut advertised or If they 
(ire kept from sight behind the coun- 
ter. 

"All earlier books containing sex- 
ual information were forbidden tbe 

uso or the malls at one time. Censor- 
ship adds the zest or adventure to 
the obtaining of prohibited books. 
Many books of condemned material 
are bootlegged into this country."

The press is the best agency for 
re-educating tbe public to realistic, 
concepts of lite, according to Nelson 
Antrim Crawfurd, director or Infor- 
mation of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and formerly 
head of the department of journal- 
ism at this college, who delivered tbe 
main address at a recent newspaper 
banquet given under the auspices of 
Sigma Delta Chi. professional 
Journalism fraternity, at Cornell uni- 
versity. 

Professor Crawford's subject was 
"Tbe Press, the Public, and Ethical 
Problems." He took up In turn the 
six points generally made against the 
newspaper, characterizing them as 
inaccuracy, lack of proportion, sen- 
sationalism, suppression ot news, 
coloring of news, and failure to pre- 
sent realistic pictures of life accu- 
rately or adequately. Professor Craw- 
ford frankly recognizes that these 
criticisms exist, that they are In 
some degree and in some Instances 
justified, and takes the stand that 
the press Itself must remove the 
basis for such criticisms.

An Increase In enrolment In the 
engineering division of almost 300 
per cent over 1917 Is shown by 
figures recently compiled. The total 
enrolment in 1917 was 339 and at 
present time Is 972. In 191s the 
enrolment was only 260 but jumped 
to 508 the next year. From then on 
ii has increased steadily. Tbe en- 
gineering school 'of Kansas State Is 
one of the- largest west of the 
Mississippi river. 

The senior class this year numbers 
89 but In not ap targe as the 1924 
class, when 124 graduated. Only 4 3 
were In the graduating class of 1917. 
The present freshman class is the 
largest In the history of the school, 
numbering 479. In 1917 there were 
only 164 new students enroled. Last 
year there were 20G sophomores In 
school. This year there are 203. 
Graduate students number 27 this 
year while last year there were S3. 

By departments the electrical en- 
gineers are the largest with a total 
enrolment of 4 29 as against 84 In 
1917. Tbe civil engineers we next 
In number with 188. In 1917 they 
numbered only 32. Mechanical en- 
gineers have 114 as against GO In 
1917. The greatest Increase Is In 
the chemical engineering school 
which boasts 42 as against 26 just 
one year ago. The new course in 
architectural engineering has 26 stu- 
dents and landscape architecture has 
10 as against 9 last year. 

The agricultural engineers now 
have 32 enroled while there were on- 
ly 13 In 1917. Flour mill euglneer- 
Ing has 12 students while In 1917 It 
had Just half that number. General 
science Is the only other division 
which has had such an increase In en-. 



rolment, it raising from S40 in 1917 , 
to almost 1100 now. Veterinary 
medicine has run practically even 
through the years, with from 60 to 
SO or nore enroled. Home economics 
and agriculture do not bay* as large 
an enrolment as in 1915 to 1917.

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DOCTOR RUSSEL 
DIES SUDDENLY 



OH K. 8. A. C. FACUL- 
TY BUNK YEARS 



Dr. Margaret Russet, aged 35 
year*, pro feasor of English at K. S. 
A. C.died Saturday afternoon, March. 
I, at 1 o'clock at a local hosplUl. 
■ death followed an illness of 
it two weeks, with pneumonia 
log an operation as the im- 
ste cause. The death of Doctor 
Russet came unexpectedly and is a 
heavy loss to the college as a whole 
and the department of English in 
particular. 

Doctor RuaSel's nearly nine years 
of association with the college had 
given her a place very high fn the 
esteem and regard of students, fac- 
ulty members, and every one else 
who came In contact with her, In- 
cluding the teachers of English in the 
high schools and other colleges 
throughout the state. Her ttrllliant 
Intellect, trained and developed by 
research and her owu teaching activ- 
ities, was seconded by a personality 
most charming and an eagerness and 
ability to help others. To her educa- 
tional attainments, the academic de- 
grees which she bore, gave witness. 
She was the choice of numerous stu- 
dent and others organizations on the 
hill, as advisor and counsellor. 



; Academically 
In academic attainments Doctor 
Ruseel'e record is striking. Grad- 
uated from Washburn college at To- 
peka In 1913 she took departmental 
honors in English and Qerman, and 
general honors In all her work. Dur- 
ing her residence at Washburn she 
took a leading port in Y. W. C. A. 



Following her graduation nt Wash- 
burn she went to Columbia univer- 
sity, New York City, where in the 
years 1313 *14 and 1S14-'1S, she 
obtained the degree of master of 
arts with high credit. For the two 
school years following, she wis an 
instructor In English in the high 
school of Coffeyville, where relatives 
lived. 

Doctor Rusftel's life ambition how- 
ever was to become a teacher or lit- 
erature in a collegiate Institution 
and in 1917 she joined the faculty 
of the department of English of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 
Six years later, after two years of 
graduate work at New Haven she 
vac granted the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy by Yale university, and 
after receiving her degree returned 
to K. S. A. C, to become an associate 
and later a full professor In the de- 
partment of English. 

To an unusual degree Doctor Rus- 
" i life Interest was centered in the 
profession in which she met with 
such complete success. Her father, 
W. W. Russel, a banker of Topeka, 
and later of Kansas City, died many 
years ago. Doctor Russet's mother, 
a prominent club woman and teach- 
er of Topeka died In that city some 
eight years ago. Since the death of 
aer mother Doctor Russel had re- 
garded Manhattan as her home. There 
were no other immediate relatives. 
The closest relative Is Margaret 
Cheney, a cousin, who has made her 
home with Doctor Russel for the past 
several months and who la enrolled 
In (he Manhattan high school. Other 
more distant relatives live In To- 
peka. New York City, and Coffeyville, 
Kan. 

In the place of family affections 
Doctor Russel had substituted a liv- 
ing and vital interest in her work, 
and a regard for fellow-teachers and 
students which won her in return 
their thorough admiration and es- 
teem. ■ 

At the time of her death Doctor 
Russel was planning to spend nest 
summer at Chicago university, where 
she proposed to revise and amplify 
the thesis upon which she was 
granted the degree of doctor of 
philosophy, and prepare it for pub- 
lication as a reference work upon the 
subject of "The Utopian Motive In 
Seventeenth Century Literature." 

Dr. Russel was a member of Phi 
Kappa Phi; sponsor for the Euro- 
deipblan literary society and for Phi 
Alpha Mu, honor society of girl stu- 
dents in the general science division ; 
advisor to the Cosmopolitan elub and 
Zeta Kappa Psi, girls' debating fra- 
ternity; a "big sister mother" of the 
college Y. W. C. A., and a friend and 
counsellor to every student with 
she came in contact. 



thst association. At the annual meet- 
ings of the association she took a 
prominent part. She was a member 
of the Modern Language association, 
a national organisation of teachers, 
and also of the American Association 
of University Women. During her 
study at Yale she was president of 
the Graduate Womens' club of Yale. 
Doctor Russel was a member of the 
Presbyterian .church and of the 
Westminster Guild for Women of 
that church. 

The funeral of Doctor Russel was 
held at 11 o'clock Monday morning, 
March 2!, at the First Presbyterian 
church in Manhattan, and her body 
was taken to Topeka, her girlhood 
home, for burial. A number of 
members or the department of Eng- 
lish, and other friends of Doctor 
Russet, accompanied the body to 
Topeka. Her young cousin. Mar- 
garet Chaney, Is to make her home 
temporarily with the family of Prof. 
H. W. Davis, head of the depart- 
ment of English, and will continue lo 
attend the Manhattan high school.

About 
eight student* are In the two upper 
classes, while there are 26 working 
on the sophomore projects. The 
next problem will be the plan of a 
railroad station for a city of 400,1100.

MAKE FOUR BIG CHANGES 
IN FOOTBALL REGULATIONS 



Allow Only One Incompleted 
Per series of Downs- 
Alter Safety Rule 

Four important chances, affecting 
the forward pass, tbe safety, the 
ground rules, and the kick-off were 
made for the 1926 football feason 
by the . football rules committee 
which met at New York. Saturday. 
March 20, Prof. M. F. Abeam, ath- 
letic director of K. 8, A. C, attended 
us representative of the Missouri 
Valley. 

In regard to the forward pass, no 
team will throw more than one in- 
completed pass In the same series of 
downs without a five yeard penally. 
Also I his pass will be allowed only 
Id i ii.- first down. 

Next in Importance, the rule gov- 
erning safeties was altered so that 
tbe ball will be put Into play ou the 
20-yavd line Instead of the 30-yard 
line, and only as a kick. The team 
lu possession of the ball will have a 
choice of punting, drup-klcklug, or 
place-kick log, with a margin of 10- 
yards safety from the opposing team 

A blocked kick, rolling out of 
bounds, given the blocking side the 
ball while a fumble that Is touchet 
last in tbe playing field stmultan 
eouslj by opposing players goes lo 
ihe team lhat did not put the ball In 
play. No player who steps outside 
during u kick-off or a free kick will 
he eligible to recover ihe ball. 

Ground rules were altered so that 
any ball Is dead thai passes beyond 
the limits of the playing field. 
Formerly, this held true only In case 
of u ball going Into ihe stands or be- 
yond the fence separating the fence 
from the stands. 

chairman K. K. Hall of Dart- 
mouth explained that the remainder 
of changes were attached only to 
clarifications and alterations In 
phraseology. "Our new forward pass 
rule will prevent teams from Indis- 
criminate heaving of the ball, cost- 
ing them nothing.

Prof. Edmund Burke McCormlck, 
the rirst dean of engineering at Kan- 
sas State, is dead. His acquaint- 
ances here wilt remember him as the 
man who built up lh> division Of en- 
gineering as It Is today, who saved 
the division from being removed to 
Ksnsas university, and who 
and worked to obtain the 
building. 



Came In 1001 

McCormlck 
Manhattan In 1301 when there were 
no divisions and when the depart- 
ment heads reported directly to the 
president. His life Interests had al- 
ways been related to engineering. 
When he was 18 years of age he be- 
came a machinist In the shops of 
ihe Chicago and Alton railroad. He 
then entered the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology and graduated 
In 1887. After receiving his degree 
Prorossor McCormlck was employed 
by the Montana State college as an 
instructor In engineering. He was 
soon made an assistant professor. 

lie began his work here as a pro- 
fessor and as the superintendent ot 
tbt shops. In 1008 when the school 
was mudo Into divisions Professor 
McCornslck was made desn of what 
was then called Mechanical Aits. 
In 1S10 he was appointed head of the 
stale engineering experiment station 
nod so came In contact with the, 
federal bureaus. 

Went into Private Work 
He was offered n position on the 
hurenu of public roads In 19 IS and 
resigned his position here to go di- 
rectly to Washington. He worked 
with the bureau until last April when 
he went Into private work. During 
this time he received recognition as 
the Inventor of a road dynamometer 
with which the pn<l of certain road 
materials on the wheels of vehicles 
can he directly measured, He was 
assigned to the division of rursl en- 
gineering and moved to San Fran- 
cisco where he resided until hut 
tleath. After the war he was placed 
In charge or the distribution of war 
supplies for (he bureau of 
roads.

Cat probably 
sides of the 
of busy Indian life, 
same spot where they 
their modest blanket 
chosen many times before by duaky 
maiden and swarthy brave with their 
varicolored Indian blanket a* the 
ideal place to view the beauties of 
the full moon. 

Near the Rock Island bridge there 
are a few remains of an old pottery 
kiln. Farther up tbe creek la a 
village alt* which waa about a half 
a mile Is length. Within the village 
Professor Cortelyou and other col- 
lectors have found numerous scrap- 
ing stones used by the Indians In 
cleaning and tanning skins. The 
cultivated fields in the vicinity con- 
tain a wealth of reHca for the col- 
lector who knows what to look for. 

Nearly one hundred years ago 
when the first white tattlers came 
tbey found a thriving Indian town 
on the rise of ground about 2 miles 
east of tbe Union Pacific station. 
On this site have been found many 
beautifully formed arrow heads, 
beads, and here and there bits of 
pottery. Aa proof a of the commercial 
wealth of the village there can be 
found many sheets of copper, iron 
Implements, glass heads, and old 
flint locks that were obtained from 
the white traders. Large quantities of 
red pipe atone are also to be found, 
they were valued highly by the 
Indians and bad to be brought all of 
tbe way from Minnesota. • 

From the river one can see the old 
rire pits from which the hungry 
braves received many Juicy venison 
steaks. These pita are filled with 
ashes and many Interesting relics 
have been taken from them. 

Professor Cortelyou has a good 
private collection ot Indian relics 
which he has gathered from all parts 
of the United States. There Is also 
a very Interesting collection on the 
third floor of the museum. Any one 
who cares to start a collection ot his 
own could not find a 
than right here around Manhattan

The study of contemporary drama 
In college should be made to yield 
the student an opportunity to know 
something of modern philosophy, and 
alio to hear a statement of age-old 
problems In present day terms, in 
the belief of Prof. R. W. Conover. ot, 
■fje depar/Aaent of English of tbe col- 
lege, who addressed a state meeting 
of college teachers of English held 
last week at Wlnrleld, upon the topic 
"Methods of Teaching Contemporary 
Drama." Professor Conover coun- 
seled the teachers of English to 
avoid the "moralistic Interjection" 
in their discussion of the contem- 
porary drama, and to find material 
In the well based and long-existent 
for their discussions. 
W Conover discussed sev- 
with which the present- 
deals, emphasizing 
social criticism, symbol- 
"famity problem" 
theme which includes "the eternal 
triangle," marriage and divorce. 
He asserted It as his opinion that It 
is better to lake up plays according 
to authors, and not according to 
topics or chronological divisions, be- 
cause of the unity and the Increased 
ease of remembering what Is said 
The college student should have a 
general knowledge^Shch as Is com- 
prised In the standard courses in 
English and American literature, and 
should be lp bis Junior year before

Professor Conover told the teachers. 

"One of our principal difficulties 
is that we expect the student to get 
loo much from the course. They are 
inclined to conceal their real 
opinions, because they are afraid that 
they will say something which 'isn't 
right'— that they will shock us, and 
that they will tail to pass the course." 
Professor Conover said. 

The scope of a course of study in 
contemporary should include Ger- 
man, French and Scandinavian plays, 
should begin with Ibeen, In 
Conover's opinion. He 
out that it is really a study 
In comparative literature. 

The general distrust of the con- 
temporary in the drams or In any 
other form of literature or art, said 
Professor Conover, la based upon a 
difficulty in evaluating something 
new without recoguired and tradi- 
tional standards; a fictitious certain- 
ty of faith in the classics and their 
simplicity; the prevalence of experi- 
mentation In form, which is concom- 
II ant with progress in url; natural 
roscntmcnt against new ideas: moral- 
ity, which objects to change, and 
more or less confusion In modern 
methods.

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"Americans Need Not 
Offer Any Apologies 
For Current Poetry 

Thai there has been a renaissance 
in American poetry during tbe p*at 
10 years, ana that the poetry pro- 
duced during this period la probably 
but "a magnificent beginning," la 
the opinion which Charles W. Mat- 
i hew . professor of Englieh at thi 
Kansas State Agricultural college, 
expressed In a talk last week before 
the Twentieth Century club of Wich- 
ita. 

"More good poetry has been writ- 
ten In I he decade from IBIS to 1924 
as been produced In any equal 
ot time in tbe history or 
American literature," Professor Mat- 
thews declared. 

"Modern American poetry," he 
continued, "is a conscientious at- 
tempt on tbe part of aerioua artists 
in interpret l he complicated life, of 
today. Our new poets have had to 
cut a new furraw and plant new 
seed. They have bad to anal m list* 
new elements from abroad and make 
ihem our own. Thrifty, vigorous ele- 
ments, native to our soil, which war* 
heretofore rooted out, our new poets 
have had to cultivate and nurture. 
The harvest has been^lorloua. 

"The poetry of the past 10 years 
la not of the variety thai he who 
runs may read.' To eipresa himself 
at all adequately the modern poet 
baa had to Invent new rhythm*, to 
create new verse forms, to exercise 
a rine discrimination in the selection 
of new sound element*. That he baa 
succeeded In weaving his new mater- 
ial Into anything like a sensible pat- 
tern colls for our sincere apprecia- 
tion, not our condemnation because 
we fall to see tbe significance of bis 
work at the flrat reading. 

"The modern school of poetry has 
no quarrel with the older poetry. 
Not to steep ones' self In tbe older 
poetry la to disinherit ones' self from 
a fortune to be had for the readlngi 
All that the modern school insists Is 
that It takes a modern to interpret 
tbe modern, it insist* that ibe son- 
□eta of Edna at. Vincent Millay ex- 
press the bealthy emotional experi- 
ences of tbe American woman of 
192S ae well as did KlUabetb Bar- 
rett Browning's '9onnets from the 
Portuguese* Interpret i he 
ot I860."

Since the second semester started 
Dean J. T. Wlllard has put into prac- 
tice a new system by which be hopes 
tu bring borne to the habitual delin- 
quents the gravity of their railure to 
lake school work seriously. 

If the usual notice telling the stu- 
dent that he has five or more unex- 
rused absences marked against him 
is Ignored or after a student has cut 
the same clnas four or five times. 
Dean Wlllard sends them "warning 
notices." These notices are seldom 
Ignored because the student ia told 
very clearly that he has an excess 
number of hours of unexcused ab- 
sences on record against him and 
that ir he doe* not ronrer with the 
Dean or his assistant. Miss Melton, 
in reanect tn his delinquencies within 
the next four school days he will be 
reported to the president with the 
recommendation that he be suspend- 
ed. Also a carbon copy Is sent to 
the student's parents with the recom- 
mendation that press ure be brought 
to bear rrom that direction. Accord- 
ing to Dean Wlllard all of these 
notices have been answered within 
the stated time and many parents 
have written their compliments upon 
the Dean's action.

OF HEALTH DEPT 



COMPARED WITH OTHERS 



lor Slever Explain* Work of Stu- 
dent Service, trtth Its Respon- 



The student beatth department or 
Kan si s State handles more cases in 
proportion to the site of the star! 
ttian any other school in the Mis- 
Valley, according to Dr. C. M. 
sr. who Is in charge or student 
health work. At the University of 
Kansas, with a slightly larger enrol- 
ment the lees are the same and a 
staff of five nurses, two part time 
doctors, two physical education doc- 
tors, one full time doctor, and one 
technician for blood testa and labor- 
atory worlc is used. During a period 
in which 9,427 cases were handled at 
the university, more Ihun 10,400 
were handled here, with a staff of 
four nurses, t&o part time, aud one 
fulltime doctor. 

At Iowa State, with a slightly 
larger campus attendance than here, 
four full time doctors and from 
three to 12 nurses are used, and 
these handled only 17,000 cases for 
the year 1924-25 as compared with 
24,000 here. A special charge alsq 
is made at Ames lor all operations 
and X-ray work. 

"Ethics Prohibits Taking Cases" 
In speaking of the refusal uf the 
student health department to treat 
cages which bad been treated before 
by jrity physicians. Doctor Slever 
said, "There is a point of ethics be- 
tween medical men everywhere 
which decrees that a doctor be al- 
lowed to continue his ministrations 
unless a patient desires to have noth- 
ing more to do with him. A few stu- 
dents are in the habit of going to 
down town doctors and then coming 
to us later. It would be unfair to both 
doctors If we should agree to tako 
sucb a case, but if the student wilt 
have the first doctor call us and turn 
the case over to us, we will be glad 
to take it. 

"Perhaps the student health de- 
partment Is unpopular with the stu- 
dent body," Doctor Slever continued, 
In commenting on recent criticism or 
the department, "But most of those 
wbo are required to take vaccina- 
tions hefore entering military camps 
prerer to take tbem here. Perhaps 
some of them begrudge their expen- 
diture of 16, but let them take into 
consideration the fact that tbey 
would be charged a minimum of |l 
for each call down town, that such 
operations as we often perform would 
cost from $10 to 1 15 each, and tbat 
typhoid vaccinations would be |i 
each. The hospital fee Is given free 
for three days, and after that the 
fee of $1 a day barely covers board 
a*»d laundry. The department re- 
ceives absolutely nothing from the 
school or the state. We are depen 
dent solely upon the sick benefit fees 
paid by the students for our running 
expenses.

Control of the department Is 
vested in the Kansas state board or 
examiners, and also In tbe board of 
regents of the college and the col- 
lege authorities, as Is the case wiib 
other departments. All rees are paid 
into the college business office, and 
are available only by requisition. 
All expenditures are carefully 
checked by the stato accountant once 
a year, and the records of the de- 
partment are open to the public at 
any time. The equipment or the de- 
partment is modern in every way.

"I am apt to believe that nnpopu 
larlty, if It exists, Is due to the fact 
that we do not allow military drill 
or physical education excuses to 
every one who asks tor them. Per 
baps we are 'grouchy' occasionally 
but on the other band we are forced 
to listen to all sorts of complaints 
and excuses. Men wbo have been 
out for athletics their first year ask 
to be excused from drill for imagiu 
■ry, -ancient* Injuries which do not 
show up under the X-ray, while oth 
«r students not allowed to take drill 
are 'peeved' because it Is 
tbem. 

"Tbe department is not required to 
care for chronic cases of Illness, 
operations, or serious fractures, but 
frequently does so. Neither are we 
required to handle emergency cases 
outside of school days, but of course 
the hospital ia always open to stu- 
dents, and we have never refused to 
treat a case If brought TO the borne 
of a student health service doctor, or 
to tbe hospital. Calls are not made 
at students' rooms because it 
more convenient to handle cases at 
tbe hospital, where equipment f> 
available for all things except opera- 
tions. Before tbe hospital was built 
1 have made as high as 52 
day. 

"Each semester we get a large 
number of letters from parents 
thanking us for tbe care shown their 
children. During tbe 10 years I nave 
been with tbe department, we have 
bad almost a tenfold Increase in lta

Mr. Wilson said, "Middle aged 
men notice the siyle and fabric of a 
suit while young men pay Utile av- 
ion Hon to the fabric but are con- 
cerned chiefly with the style and pat- 
tern of the piece Men In general, 
however, have n very poor idea of 
the service to be obtained from dif- 
ferent fabrics." He then gave a dis- 
cussion on the difference In serges, 
broadcloths, and worsteds. He de- 
clared that contrary to general opin- 
ion soft finished goods are usually 
more desirable than hard finished 
goods. They do not give as good ser- 
vice for hard wear but they can he, 
inure successfully tailored and the 
nap keeps a fresh new look after be- 
ing cleaned.

Later, the wooden wheels, 
because they wore off at the edges 
were replaced with steel rollers, and 
other improvements were made by 
Plimpton. In 1868. the skating rink 
appeared In Australia, then in Eng- 
land, and then in the United States. 

From 1 884 to U88. there was a 
national roller skating craie in the 
United States, Every town had its 
rink, and there wore few persons too 
timorous, too fastidious, or to digni- 
fied to try the eporl. And now roller 
skating Is becoming "collegiate." 

Many things can be said in favor 
of the sport. Skating would really 
suffice for at least 11 of the dally 
dozen, snd to the persons who are 
trying to develop poise and to the 
obese, thP pastime offers splendid 
opportunities.

"New and rather startling thing* 
are happening in Japan," declared 
Dr. Paul Blanchard u>f New York, in 
an address at student assembly last 
week on "Imperialism and the Stu- 
dent Movement In China." "im- 
perialism la rapidly developing and 
ideas along all lines are changing. 

"There Is a i|ueer "nd grotesque 
mixture uf old and new in Japan 
which may he illustrated Hy a typical 
Japanese coolie costume, consisting 
of a brown derby, a coolie coat, and 
American B. V. D's. Theaters stag- 
ing the old Japanese play and the 
modern American movie house ate 
found side by side. "Everywhere the 
western civilisation la coming In. 

"An Industrial revolution fa sweep- 
ing Japan. The picture In that coun- 
try is of an industrial riot. The 
thing that Japan needs most at tbe 
present time is*a rising organization 
of labor to keep pace with tbe rapidly 
rising organization of capital. Labor 
discontent is growing very fast. 

"Beware of America" 

"I have been asked what the atti- 
tude of Japan Is toward America 
and what about a war In the Pacific. 
The Japanese people are much dis- 
turbed over the passage of the last 
Immigration law excluding I hem 
from tbe United States. They say 
that If we are friends to tliem why 
did we pass It? Why couldn't we 
have trusted them to keep out their 
own people? It was not so much the 
law that the Japanese objected 10. as 
ibe way It was passed. 

"Along the streets and roads of 
Japan there are signs, 'Beware ot 
America.' It would he virtually 
suicide for Japan, a country with 
inferior resources, a much 
Tlavy, < 

friends, to make a move of war 
against the United States. China is 
hostile to Japan. The Chinese r« 
sent the Japanese invasion of China. 

"The thing that may bring war 
will be something entirely different 
from (he common thought. Economic 
rather than race problems, the con- 
nictlon of American und Japanese 
capital over "the control of the coal, 
oil, and iron resources In China, will 
lie back of a war with the Orient if 
there Is one. Some one will be 
killed there before long and then 
the national honor of some country 
will be at stake. 

Tirol strike 1n Clilnn 
"Upon my arrival In China there 
was a great strike staged, seemlugly 
for my bentflt. ThlH strike, was a 
wide affair In protest to 
control of different Chinese 
and to boycott British goods. 
Tbe Chinese student movement is to 
ue economic pressure by strike to 
take the pay out of Imperialism. 
Shanghai la controlled entirely by 
foreign legislation, while the Chinese 
pay 70 per cent of tbe taxes. We 
may well recall what one of our 
famous statesmen said concerning, 
'Taxation without representation.' 

'The Chinese student movement 
faces some of the worst labor condi- 
tions in tbe world. Boys six and 
eeven years old work In tbe match 
factories 1 & hours a day for 1 5 centa. 
The pro-labor movement is attempt- 
ing to build an Industrial system in 
Wilch labor will share to some extent 
gthe privileges of the upper class. 
"This Is the most Inspiring move- 
ment in the history of the world. Im- 
perialism is tbe habit of the govern- 
ment to use the military forceB to 
protect Investments In foreign lands. 
If we send money to Florida to In- 
vest, do we take any forceful pro- 
cedures to keep from losing it? But 
let our capitalists Invest in Mexico 
and China and our government would 
declare our national honor at stake, 
should something happen to It or 
them. 

"I came away from China con- 
vinced that the real peril was not 
tbe yellow agalmt the white but 
tbe white against the yellow. All 
that tbe Chinee* wish for Is to deter- 
mine for themselves the future of 
their country. The need I* for 
to so Into China and teach tbe 
of international good will but 
Ue shadow of a gunboat."

The new psychology has much to

The new art, In Us application of the 
new psychology, feels that color la so 
closely related to sound, that sound is 
so closely Identified with color, and 
that they are both so mixed with 
mass and movement, that It is almost 
impossible to dlffefenttate between 
them when il cornea to determining 
whit I impression each makes upon 
the mind. The greatest aesthetic ex- 
citement seems to result from the 
blending of these four elements— 
and possibly many others— in such a 
way that color, sound, mass and 
iiitivemcnf lose Iheir identity and 
blend inlo a cosmic whole.

"The newspaper are the main fac- 
tor In the education of the public at 
large," said Dr. Karl Wenninger, of 
W'asbhurn college at Topeku, in a 
talk at Journalism lecture last week. 
"Crime Is dealt with, in broW de- 
tail by ihe newspapers aud si ill crime 
ts not an Interesting nor important 
subject to the public aa a whole. 

D Is discussed five minutes at the 
hreakfast table and then promptly 
forgotten. 

"There is a difference in the atti- 
tude of a certain group toward crime 
and that or the newspapers and the 
majority of us. From this dlHerenee 
arises the question, what does good 
and bail mean? There are tradition- 
al phases of society which are ac- 
ceptable and those which are not. 
But the i rue meaning of bad should 
carry with It the question of whether 
society al large is endangered by a 
certain act. 

"Some things Illegal are social ad- 
vantages while some things legal are 
not socially advantageous. We may 
be good traditionally hut at the same 
time bad legally. Men violate our 
ideals and are not necessarily good 
or bad, legally or traditionally. 

"Whether man may be held tor 
his responsibility In certain acta or 
nol. Is difficult to determine. It he 
Is responsible for illegal doings he 
the wruih of these Argus-eyed moral- 1 should be punished, whether or not 



which he cannot help, A fire bug 
cannot help setting fires. Why 
punish these kind of legally bad. ir- 
responsible persona and then turn 
them loose, again to prey upon so- 
ciety? 

"Responsibility as a legal point is 
an inaccurate and amblguout 
It la Impossible to say that a 
Is responsible for a thing or an event 
No particular thing causes any 
particular thing. We are 
with the matter of Justice. Justice 
assumes that everyone is a manu- 
facturer of hla own career but of 
courae no one la, 

"Whatever Justice Is. the modern 
attitude doesn't care about punish- 
ment as far as responsibility is con- 
cerned. We are interested in pro- 
tecting society. In the first place we 
should know why Ihe offender Is an 
offender. He should be examined 
as to the hereditary factors, influen- 
tial factors, and other factors hear- 
ing on his behavior. 

"Oftentimes Justice is influenced 
by the first offense plea. There 
never Is such a thing as first offense. 
The first offense as recognized by 
people is preceded by Innumerable 
others known onlv to the Individual."

"We had em just as- good or belter 
In the old days." 

How often we hear some "old 
timer" speak of the athletes who 
were leaders when he was In school. 
They emphatically disclaim the 
supremacy of the outstanding ath- 
lete of today. 

la a way It la useless to argue 
shout the abilities of former notables 
of the athletic field as compared with 
i hose of today If the comparison ts 
made In contests such as football and, 
basketball where the team functions 
an a unit. But take individual events, 
4Uch as track and field sports, and 
a definite comparison can he made 
and backed up with records. 

For example, hack in the period be- 
tween 1S75 and 1890 sprinters were 
doing well to cover 100 yards much 
under 11 seconds while today the 
record stands at 9.5 seconds and 
held by Jackson SnolU, formerly of 
Missouri. The proof of this one race 
which is so universally popular ts 
enough to disprove the statement 
of the past generation. 

And it Is practically the same with 
| the other events. Today Harold Os- 
borne of the Illinois athletic club has 
cleared the bar with ibe high Jump 
standards set at 6 feet 8 15/16 
mt he* while In 1876 a man who 
could top a stick at 5 feet 6 inches 
was considered unusual.

The old college Y. M. C. A. build- 
lag, which was only a few years ago 
the college gymnasium, athletic 
headquarters, and general student 
center is to be disposed of, accordlnj; 
to a decision of the college Y. M. V. 
A. board of directors. The old brick 
building, which was constructed la 
1908 at the corner of Eleventh and 
Fremont streets, has outlasted its 
period of usefulness and In the opin- 
ion of the board is no longer fulfill- 
ing the purposes for which It was 
erected. 

At the time ot the building ot the 
"Y"' the college had no gymnasium. 
When "Mike" Ahearn coached ath- 
letics, the "Y" build lug was the 
headquarters of the college athletic 
department. Varsity basketball teams 
were trained there and all the var- 
sity games were played there. Indoor 
track teams trained In the "Y" gym 
and early season baseball practice 
was also held there. 

The football, track, and baseball 
teams used the "Y" dressing rooms 
la the old days, hut when Nichols 
gymnasium waa constructed on the 
campus In 1911 all of these activities 
i transferred to the college. For 
years the Manhattan high 
school used the old gym for Its bas- 
ketball games, but the past few yean 
the high school 



In spite of the great usefulness ot 
•the old building In the past, the old 



thrilling games and served as the 
real student center for so many years 
has been forced to give way to the

At the meeting of the board It was 
unanimously voted that It there was 
any money realked from the dis- 
posal of the building, It should be 
used first to pay off the existing 
mortgage, and second, the balance, is 
to be placed In bun da or securities, 
to be considered us a permanent en- 
dowment, only the Interest on which 
should be used for current expenses, 
the principal to remain Intact. 

Experience of the lest few years 
has shown the board that it Is easier 
to get students to attend meetings of 
the college Y. M. C. A. when held In 
college buildings instead of the "Y." 
The office of the general secretary 
has been In Anderson hall for the 
past six years, with Uie reault thai 
he gets in touch with a great many 
more students and can handle the 
work of the organisation more effic- 
iently than wben bu office was In 
the old "Y" building. 

The number of dormitory roams' in 
the building is necessarily limited 
end the Income from tbem It not at 
present sufficient to pay the cost ot 
maintaining the building. Various 
contractors have bean Interviewed 
but there seems to be no means of 
reconstructing the building Into a 
dormitory that would at least sus- 
tain itself. 

For several years It has been pos- 
sible to meet the deficit la running 
the "Y" building trom the Interest 
ot the Booth estate.

Rumors on the rum pun liuvi It 
that several ntudet>l» have felt the 
power of the discipline rommiltee 
thlB semester, and, as a result, have 
left school on "account of sickness," 
because of "fluunces," or for other 
"aerlous'' reasons. 

To most HtudentM the discipline 
committee la n niysterloua group 
poNHesHliiK unlimited power — power 
which Jh not ulwayH used to lite best 
dlscrrtion. This belier Is welt Jus- 
tified, since students very seldom 
- know tin> thing shout the orRiinlzu- 
r niii . the methods of proccilure, or 
the penalties inflicted on violators ol 
(he college icsiitltil ions. From the, 
false nimorn Hint are eoDMtantly 
afloat about those who hnvo been 
"kicked ou l." a decidedly unpopular 
ailltiide Is mint Itemed toward the 
committee. 

Whether the n timber of crntes be- 
fore the com mil tee is lacreaata* or 
decreasing Ih Irrelevant here. We' 
are not trying to prove or disprove 



that moral conditions are better or 
worae than they ever have *een. We 
do not know, and doubt if anyone 

else does. 

But we do believe that the open- 
ing of the records of the discipline 
committee— and the cribbing com- 
mittee as well — would have a note- 
worthy effect on the number of of- 
fenders arraigned. Thus, publicity 
to all cas.es handled by these groups 
would serve a two-fold purpose; first. 
It would tend to lessen the number of 
violations of rules; and aecond. It 
would acquaint the students with 



the proceedings of the committees 
and thereby put them In bettor 
pttte and In a position of 



If a student la dismissed from col- 
lege because of a serious offense, It 
is much morn to the credit of the 
committee to have the actual facts 
known rather than vague and un- 
certain hearsay*. 

At the same time, the publicity 
would be a protection to the student, 
who in most cases would think twice 
If he knew <hat if be were caught 
while violating a college rulef It

Code Passe* 8. S. O. A. 
Council — Must Be Approved by 
Faculty Committee and Students 

A new constitution for the govern- 
ment of the student body was passed 
upon by the executive council of the 
B. 8. G. A. at a meeting held Tuesday 
evening. Tbe new document will now 
go before the faculty committee on 
Student affairs for their approval. 

If the new constitution is approved 
by the faculty council, a general 
meet I tip of the student association 
will be called at which time the new 
articles of government will be read 
aad the students given an opportu- 
nity to take issue wltb any of Its pro- 
visions. If it is then passed by this 
body, It will become immediately ef- 
fective upon Its publication In the 
Kansas State Collegian.

One of tbe Important 
nd one In which the 
believe tbey have Improved 
the document, Is the cutting of 
the membership of the council to 
•even students. Instead of , tbe 22 
that are alleged members at the 
present time, bnt only about 10 of 
which take an active Interest in the 
organization.

Objective tests familiar to all 
Kansas Stale students, and directions 
for giving the tests will be (tent out 
to central points over the state, two 
schools being necessary to make a 
dlitrict.

The Shepherd's Crook, the staff 
which is hung with the ribbons of 
every class since 1S98, at which time 
it became a Kansas State em I 
will be presented to the Junior 
by the Senior class for the 2Sth 
time on April 30. at the Junior- 
Senior Prom in the college aymna- 
slum. 

The crook has long been an Agsie 
tradition and its presentation from 
the seniors to the Juniors has formed 
a part of Proms for years. But its 
history dues not always read smooth- 
ly and more than one plot has cen- 
tered around the Inanimate staff. 

Before is:'.'-, there was no crook, 
and a nickel plated spade was used 
by the classes in the ceremony of the 
tradition. Then, one spring, some 
of the members of the class of 1X95 
became Involved in an argument with 
some ii f the i'fl'ers and supposedly, 
by way of retaliation, threw the 
famou* spade into the Blue River 
from whence it was never recovered. 

For two years the classes ignored 
the ceremony, und those of IK'Jti 
and 1897 graduated without observ- 
ing it. Then a member of the class 
of 1898 conceived the Idea of the 
Shepherd's Crook, nnd It wan first 
presented to Louisa MueUer by 
Emnietl Huffman at the commence- 
ment exercises of that year. 

Since that time the bunding down 
of the crook turn formed a definite 
part of Aggie tradition. Although 
the progress of the staff from year 
to year has been far from unevent- 
ful, It has never been completely 
lost. Underclassmen have attempted 
to sleul It each spring and In sev- 
eral Instances have been successful. 

The class of 1900 refused to ac- 



cept the trophy and the member* oi 
1901 placed a black mourning band, 
embroidered with '00 on the staff 
to mark this event, in 1907 the 
crook disappeared completely for a 
year, and the class of 08 did not 
receive it. When recovered. It was 
carefully guarded and not until 1917 
were the sophomores able to carry 
it off a mi In Since then it has not 
captured by lower classmen. 
The crook was originally made In 
piece but later had to be divided 
Into sections for the sake of safety 
in its concealment. It has been bid- 
den In all manner nf places — the 
vault under the old chapel, the city 
banks, trunks of feminine duns mem- 
bers, and once, for an entire summer, 
under the viaduct of a railroad 
bridge 

Last year, when it was presented 
to Paul T. Rruntlnghuni by Vlnienl 
Bates, the freshmen and sophomores 
tried tO get It. and It was necessary 
to take the crook apart and carry it 
away from the gymnasium in sec- 
tions. Tills yesr Lyle Read will re- 
ceive the crook from Eric Tehow

given here. The presentation of the 
Aggie beauties Is a new feature of 
the dance which Is arousing much 
interest.

In fact It 
seems to me that the opinions ex- 
pressed in last week's editorial up- 
holding the military training are 
Just about the »nnte thing as we so 
eagerly (ensured Ihe Central Powers 
for during the last conflict. But first 
of all 1 wish to say that 1 am not in 
the least trying to pick a personal 
tiuarrel either with Mr. Pfuetze or 
the editorial writers. It is the ideas 
which 1 oppose, not Ihe men* 

If anyone starts in lead this who 
has no sympathy for his fellolr men.

The teaching 
of military science enables this 
school to receive a considerable sum 
of money each year from the Feder- 
al government.

(C«nt oued from Page I) 
lorce of reserves which can be 
immediately mobilised In case ol 
•irlkes. floods, or other Immediate 
crises or disasters. These units, the 
national guardsmen, also function as 
centers around which to mobilize in 
case of war.

And It la such 
work as this that will must likely 
fall to the over age citizen. 

If the B. O. T, C. course can be so 
modified as to give a means of train- 
ing men for the kind of work such 
as frequently falls to the national 
guardsmen, and enable men to bet- 
ter fill their places as cltliens in a 
peaceful nation. I fee) that U can be 
made not only to justify Us exist- 
ence but to become a .very useful 
part of tWe college training.

It Is Interesting to note that at 
the time ot the congressional act 
creating the land grant provision (or 
American colleges it was quite es- 
sential to have in every community 
of the mltl-westem and western 
states men who were prepared to 
fight, because ot the danger from 
Indian raids and similar dangers.

to defend ourselves, we are and 
ought to be. 

And so. the military training ot 
the nation's youth is a case of neces- 
sary precaution. These 1.200 boys 
are not being tralnedtor the purpose 
of "killing other boys who love their 
country just as well" but rather to 
tit themselves to serve efficiently in 
case they are called upon to defend 
the t nlted States against foreign ag- 
Eression. Perhaps we rookies are 
"saddled" with this training; per- 
haps we du have to wear clumsily 
fitting- uniforms: perhaps we are not 
able to create a flutter In the fem- 
iniue heart as do the "nattily" 
dressed cadet officers. Bui tne stu- 
dent officers are only temporarily in 
charge — they have earned the right 
to be there — and the rookies get 
plenty of chances at the feminine 
hearts.

2. The student council will be re- 
duced from a membership of 22 to a 
membership ot 7. 

3. The student council will be 
organized Into a court or committer 
of the whole to act in matters over 
which there Is student Jurisdiction, 
therehy doing nway with staudln < 
committees, and making all respon- 
slbilfly rest upon the entire council, 

4. The entire "indent council will 
be responsible for recommendation* 
to the president of the college for 
penal ties inflicted on violators of 
stttdent council rules, instead of the 
chairman f the discipline commu- 
te" or the presidem of the council. 

6. The name "Student Governing 
Association" and "Student Council" 
is proposed In the new const lint ion 
in place of the old cumbersome 
name. 

Other minor changes It are been 
made whereby the student and fac- 
ulty councils believe a more effici- 
ent, amooth-runnlng and responsible 
organization will be effective next 
year. Both governing bodies ex- 
pressed themselves as believing Dial 
the proposed constitution was 
worthy of a trial.

Again the editor accaeee me of be- 
ing a misinformed aad disillusioned 
rookie. 1 have had two years of mil- 
itary training: and bare been pro- 
moted to the rank of sergeant— the 
highest rank possible in tlx 
year basic course. I am no 
a poor, dissatisfied, down-trodden 
rookie. 

1 have alwsys received high 
grades In my class work. I have 
studied the R. 0. T. C. manual care- 
fully. I have been told repeatedly 
of the supposed real purpose of mil- 
itary training — In the class room, on 
the drill field, in books and pam- 



phlets, and even from oar own **- 
I have been con- 
ever since I en- 
snd have Intentionally 
tried to become Informed about the 
whole matter. I don't think that I 
am disillusioned at all. 

The on* thing I eanaot understand 
la wby the American atudente submit 
With such docility to conscription In 
our college*— In a country opposed 
to conscription in time of peace. The 
student has no love for military 
training. This is revealed by the rela- 
tively email number who enter the 
ft. O. T. C. when the service I* op- 
tional and voluntsry and not re- 
warded with special credit. Knowing 
this, the military authorities have 
very consistently manipulated prop- 
sgsnds sod skilfully surrounded 
the work with all sorts of bait, In an 
attempt to make military training 
attractive.

The editor tells us that this Is the 
la*t chance to print article* about 
the R. O. T. C: and since 1 am being 
paid with "red" money from Soviet 
Russia for my contributions, I must 
take advantage of this final oppor- 
tunity. 

There is a legal aspect to Ibis 
matter about which many people 
know very little. The big agricul- 
tural coliegee receive financial aid 
from the government under the Mor- 
rill Act of 18 82. This act stipulates 
that they mtiBt offer agriculture, 
mechanics, and military tactics In or- 
der to be eligible tor the grant. The 
act does not demand thai military 
training shall be compulsory; it only 
requires that military tactics shall 
be offered. But the military author- 
ities have created the idea— and 
most people accept it — thai K. S. A. 
C. would lose the big federal grant II 
compulsory training were abolished. 
An analysis of the act reveals not a 
line in Justification of this claim. 
The state ot Wisconsin has accepted 
this interpretation, and military 
training is voluntary Instead of com- 
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pulsory at the University of Wis- 
consin. Columbia and Pamona have 
also abolished the compulsory fea- 
ture. 

Then how about the real purpose 
of compulsory R. O. T. C: One man- 
ual in a preface to the American 
Fathers and Mothers says; "The 
rurpose is not to make soldiers out' 
of your boys, but to develop them 
physically, morally, and mentally In- 
to the best type of t it liens .... 
with qualities of hardness and up. 
Tightness so common to our 
pioneers." 

Another manual states: "The 
purpose la to teach them the priv- 
ilege, duties, and responsibilities of 
American citizenship: to inculcate 
obedience; to develop these boys 
physically, mentally, and morally; 
and to teach them Americanism in 
its true sense,'' 

But in the drill regulations for the 
officers who drill these boys we find: 
"Remember that the men are being 
trained and moulded for the work of 
battle. They are being trained to be 
soldiers " 

Why all the camouflage? Good 
citizenship, moral stamina, and phys- 
ical training are all excellent things 
— and so are religion, and good will, 
and Justice. But they are not the 
ends of an army. An army Is 
trained and exists for only one pur- 
pose — that of killing other men, 
when ordered to. irrespective of jus- 
lice. An array Is trained to assure 
success In bloody conflict. 

In my two years of military train- 
ing 1 think I have had possibly two 
hours of real physical exercise that 



Is scientifically calculated to 
up the body and Improve the general 
health. In my two years. I have had 
a pan of two class period* given 
over to lectures on military courtesy, 
duties of citizenship, and respect for 
the flag. Thus we see that practical- 
ly all the time is spent with drill, 
scouting, nomenclature and use of 
various guns, marksmanship, and 
musketry. If we as America n* want 
an army, let us have It, and recog- 
nize It for what it teally Is— Instead 
of lying about its being a school for 
cltiienship and physical training. 

Finally. I am opposed to compul- 
sory R. O. T. C. because it Is con- 
trary to American principles of free- 
dom and democracy. American 
students should have the same choice 
that every American ha* always had 
of accepting or rejecting military 
service In time of peace — Paul 
Pfuette.

They leaned strongly to the 
stunt variety of composition, but 
they were skilfully done and in a 
gracious manner. Julius Buerger 
at the piano was not an entirely per- 
fect accompanist, perhaps because of 
unfamitiarity with the acoustics of 
the auditorium.

Major General J. G. Harbord. re- 
tired., who graduated from K. S, A. 
C. with tbe class of "86, will he a 
guest of the alumni association at 
tbe DQual senior-alumni banquet 
June 2. R. L. Foster, alumni secre- 
tary, announced yesterday, A re- 
uion of (he class of '«6 will be held 
in honor of bis presence on the day 
of the banquet. 

General Harbord Is one of the 
moat distinguished alumni of tbe 
college. Following his graduation 
with a brilliant scholastic record, he 
became an assistant in telegraphy at 
tbe college. He enlisted hi the army 
as a private, afier falling to obtain 
an appointment to West Point, and 
after passing through the several 
non-commiasloued trades, was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant. Ha 
served in Culm, in the Philliploes, 
and on the Mexican border. In 1919 
General Harbord received his doc- 
tor's degree from K. 8. A. C. 

His advancement In army circles 
during the World war waa rapid and, 
spectacular, and was marked by his 
great executive ability and a series 
of achievements which showed him 
to be one of the foremost, military 
authorities of the country. General 
Harbord went into action at Chat- 
eau-Thierry In June, 1918. aa com- 
mander of a brigade of marines, and 
directed the offensive which halted 
the German advance on the Rbeims- 
Parls highway. He was later made 
commander of the second division. 
Following this be became Pershing's 
chief of staff. 

He was awarded the United Stat- 
ed Distinguished service medal in 
1918 and holds nine decorations 
from foreign governments. He re- 
tired December 1, 1922. Shortly af- 
ter his retirement he accepted tbe 
presidency of the Radio Corporation 
of America, the position he now 
holds. 

General Harbord has taken an ac- 
tive interest in K. S, A. C, and has 
been one of the most liberal contrib- 
utors to the stadium fund. When he 
received his bonus check from the 
government, he immediately turned 
it over to the stadium [und. 

The senlor-alumnl banquet which 
General Harbord will attend, Is the 
annual dinner given by the alumni 
association to the graduating class. 
The faculty and guesta of the seniors 
are invited. The dinner will be giv- 
en in Nichols gymnasium and will 
he followed by a dance. More than 
700 attended last year.

Hebea rsals will begin soon for the 
summer school historical pageant 
which will be presented In the sta- 
dium the evening of July 6. according 
lo Miss Osceola Hall Burr, director 
of the pageant. It will be the third 
of a trilogy of patriotic dramas and 
dill deal with tbe history of the 
United Slates Trom the close of the 
Civil war to the present. including 
tbe World war. More than S00 peo- 
ple will take part. 

The viral pageant was presented In 
l!i22. It portrayed the first great 
epoch in American history, that of 
colon Uaiion. Including tbe Old 
World background, and the Revolu- 
tion, ll wai< repeated In lilt. The 
pagtutil given In 192 4 depicted the 
middle period, from lite Revolution 
up to and including the Civil war. 
No pageant was given In 1926. since 
Miss Burr waa at the Boston School 
of Expression and Dramatic Art. 

The pageant to he given this sum- 
mer will complete the series in deal- 
ing with the last great epoch or 
I' nited States htslory. "Progrtss la 
perh ftps the word that typifies this 
period of our history," said Miss 
Burr. "Commerce, improved means 
or transportation, and the develop- 
ment of farm machinery have all 
contributed greatly to this period. A 
marked change In the attitude of the 
Indian Is evident. In I he two pre- 
ceding periods he resisted the on- 
ward maich of the colonists with all 
his power. During ihis period he 
has accepted the Inevitable anil 
yielded to civllliation." 

History will be presented by em- 
phasis and a colorful display of the 
outstanding events. Miss Burr said. 
The pageant will resemble In form 
the larger moving picture produc- 
tions which have portrayed histor- 
ical events of the nation. 

Officers und troops at Fort Riley 
will cooperate in producing the pag- 
eant and will direct the war episode. 
Artillery, machine guns, airplane 
and other military paraphernalia 
will be used to demonstrate the 
equipment employed in warfare. A 
large number of horses will he used, 
A feature of the pageant will be a 
fireworks display. 

There will be no gate charge for 
the pageant this year. A small 
charge waa made in previous years. 
"In a way. this will meet tbe Ideals 
of pageantry." aaid Mis* Burr. "It 
will allow every one to attend. Fam- 
ily attendance Is one of the aims of 
pageantry, and the fact that no ad- 
mission Is charged will make this 
possible."

More exclamationa cf critlctHm 
from pen gunners; a recent Issue of 
The ColleRian cfin'aineU an artlrle 
ridiculing tlie student body un a very 
dlacourleous •'h*|<el Uroup. Perns ps 
to, but 1 ask why not be discour- 
teous at times? Now I must muke 
myself very clear, and state at the 
very beginning that 1 am not dis- 
approving the value of courtesy or 
chivalry. But— I simply desire to 
defend the action of the students 
themselves. 

I wonder if It ii the entire fault 
of the student body? IJoett not the 
value of the chapel program, the con- 
tent of the speeches, nnd the Ironree- 
alvenesg of the speaker have some- 
thing 10 do with the attention 
of the atudenta? I atn a student 
who enjoys good chapel programs, 
but I believe I speak the sentiments 
of the student hody when 1 say that 
onr time bt too valuable to waste an 
entire hour on nothingness. Our 
auditorium holds approximately 
2,300 people, and about 1,600 stu- 
dents aLtentl chapel each week. Now 
let us suppose that our education la 
worth only the wages of a more or 
less unskilled worklngman— 60 
cents an hour. Do you think It la 
necessary that- the student body 
waste $7 Til) hecnu*e of a poor chapel 
program? It seems to me, and I 
believe most of the students wilt 
agree with ini- that our nttenllun 
eoulfl be directed toward a things of 
much more value than to sit In a 
stuffy bnlldlll »n a warm spring 
morning In the presence of a boring 
speaker. 

Personally, although thla may 
seem rather radical. I would be in 
favor of the enforcement of a meas- 
ure giving the Hludents the power to 



dismiss a speaker from the platform 
who is wasting their time, who says 
nothing, yet knows that he should 
attempt to prolong his speech till 

11:16 a. m. When the undergrad- 
uates of Harvard formerly found 
fault with their meals, they made 
such a noise with their knives, forks, 
and plates thnt the uodeilrable food 
was taken away. Likewise, with our 
(h«|.el programs, the students should 
be allowed to shuffle their feet, 
rlap their bands, and ruffle the 
leaves of their booka to ehow their 



displeasure to a speaker wbo la 
wasting their time. 

Again let me say that I am not at- 
tempting to discredit the value of 
courtesy. It. should he utilized to the 
greatest extent until a speaker geta 
into his speech, and the students are 
able to Judge the content of the ad- 
dress. Let us pay due respevt to all 
speakers who have a real student 
message, let us demand a higher 
grade of addresses, and let ua cau- 
tion the use of more selectivity In

Work of an Aspiring 
Journalist Floods W. H. 
Sanders with Mail 

Last semester an aspiring journal- 
ist, in a desperate attempt to better 
biB grade in Journalism Practice 
writing, decfded to use tbe research 
experiments of the agricultural en- 
gineering department tor some news 
stories. 

Prof. W. H. "Cap" Sanders was 
willing thet bis work on tbe new de- 
vice for making furnace fuel from 
wheaa straw should receive some pub- 
licity, and the Journalist Jumped at 
tbe chance. A number of articles In 
local newspapers resulted. Tbe 
novelty and potential possibilities of 
the experiments attracted so much 
attention that the' article appeared 
under an Associated Pre** dispatch 
In leading papers all over tbe United 
SUies and even in England. 

Tbe student passed his practice 
course with the aid of these added 
"inches," and Professor Sanders and 
his machine for the manufacture of 
"straw briquettes" received a great 
deal of the desired publicity. 

Everyone waa pleased, of course, 
until the results of the extensive 
publicity on tbe "straw briquettes" 
began to be felt In tbe office of Pro- 
fessor Sanders. Letters began to 
come iu from every section of the 
United States, The dally mail was 
(/gorged with an ever increasing del- 
uge of "straw briquette" material, 

"I have received letters from Lon- 
don to Los Angeles and from Can- 
ad a to , Carolina," says Professor 
Sanders'. "The letters vary from 
mere Inquiries regarding the appli- 
cation of the ataw briquettes for var- 
ious purposes to tbe bids of manu- 
facturers who want to secure con- 
tracts for the building of presses and 
the Improvement of the ' briquettes. 
I have received everything from 
praises on the sncceaa of my efforts 
In developing tbe idea to threats that 
1 am to be prosecuted Tor infringing 
on the patents of a corporation which 
claims to have patented both the 
Idea and the machine." 

Professor Sanders does not seem 
to be much alarmed over tbe threat- 
ened prosecution and he is not high- 
ly enthusiastic about the offers of 
assistance from various manufac- 
turers. Re intends to continue tbe 
development of tbe straw briquette 
fn bis own laboratory, but he asks 
that Journalism students cease to 
stimulate tbe Interest in bis work, 
and let the invasion of Inquisitive 



him to finish his work on tbe experi- 
ments.

Journalists. "Cap" wishes to be left 
•lone for the present, particularly m 
Mgard to tsorlos on toe straw bri- 
quettes, and probably would not hesi- 
tate to Inform an Interviewer of tbs
